The huaiiKHs of la rding stock in 
this w ild region was usually intrust­ 
ed to the young men and b» y-« , who 
enjoyed tltc ad venture of cam ping 
out and hunting tho big gn mo which 
then obouii« l« '<l in the W hite river 
country. 
From Bprlngflold to the 
Ark un -as line there were only a few 
w hite settlem ents then, and deer 
and wild turk eys could he found 
every day in the year on any quarter 
soot ion i )f the 
c > >unt r.y, to say nothing 
uhmit boor, wolves, catam ounts and 
jx mthcrs, w hich 
then iriadc tho 
Houtlu rn slopes of tho Ozark s tholr 
constant, homo. 
Tho young herders 
who went, to t.hoeunebrak cs with tho 
horses and cattle would tak e along a 
supply of cornm e.d and a few sim ­ 
ple cook ing vessels, (lejmnding on 
tlieir guns to furnish the m eat need 
*m1 during tlie w inter. 
Tim.stoek re 
(pilred but little attention on am 
count of the richness of the “ range, “ 
and the men SJiont most of the tim e 
hunting. 
It was while H]K'Tnling a w inter in 
this way on Big Beaver near W hite 
river, alx nit, ten m iles northeast, of 
the ]» resent tow n of Forsyth, that a 
p arty of Oreeno county Ix iys found 
a herm it hunter over whose life 
there hung a m ystery. Tho stranger 
lived alone in tho m idst of this rug 
g<x l wilderness, and his habitation 
was a hollow sycam ore tree, a giant 
of the m ountain format 
O ne oftho 
young men who m ade the nequaiut- 
mice of that lonely inhabitant of the 
sonthwcst. M issouri frontier over 
half a century ago is still living in 
(k reene county, and from him the 
oorresi« milont heard this story. 
The herm it was clothed in disrr- 
sk in from bend to 
f o o t and sub-i,-*t» x l 
entirely on gam« ' and wild honey, 
the hitter dolteacy being then very 
abundant in the W hite river forests. 
Tho hunter gave his name as Sloan 
and said he cam o from Virginia, 
l ie 
was tall, handsom e and intelligent 
nnd hud a few 1 molts in his singular 
dwelling place. 
T he tree m whose 
capacious hollow tho herm it found 
lodging was several miles from any 
w hite settlem ent. 
It was near the 
cam p of the herders on the p rairie 
plateau around Springfield, and the 
Ix iys saw the m an frequently during 
the winter. 
Ho talk ed freely oliout 
bunting (wlventur« 's and Home m a t­ 
ters of history, hut said nothing re. 
h pec ting his ow n jx Tsonal autoci'd 
•Mits. 
Ho w as a m an of good odu 
cation for those tim es and had ttu* 
m anners of a gentlem an who had 
Ix 'i-u fam iliar w ith rollncd « ociety. 
BkMin liv ed fur som e tim e in the 
hollow tre« ' and dually m ov ed out 
into a Utile ¡» ole lions« .' which he built 
near the sy cam ore. 
11« t o he liv iv l 
for a numiier of y ears, hunting deer 
and l« ear ev ery day until fate undi d 
his strange cun « or in m y stery . 
Ono 
day a party of hunters passed hy t ho 
herm it’s hut and stopp'd to hav e a 
talk with th« ' interesting straigmr. 
Tho men wore horrified to find the 
d« 'a« l Ix tily of HI« Min, pirtly d« M*om- 
jx>h*m1 and huriu'd, ly ing on the rude 
h« 'art list one, w hen' there hod lnsm a 
tin'. 
From all tho indications it np- 
iKMinx l to the party of hunters w ho 
mad« ' the gh astly discov ery that the 
herm it bad fallen in a faint on the 
tiro and dhx l a terrible death there 
all alone in that Ozark wilderness. 
The man had ov hlently Ix 'en ib'ad 
sev eral day s w hen the liody was 
found. 
Tho rem ains w« 'ro giv m i a 
v ery sim ple burial by the hunters,
